.iWput this time our attention was 
Vailed to the .lefferson County Insti- 
tute. A card asking us to this meet- 
ing stated the new law would be ex- 
plained by ourcsunty attorney. After 
.Mr. Selliguian in his opinion had pro- 
pounded the gootl points of this new 
law and had about 100 questions 
asked him, it. was apparent he hadn't 
had more thau a yea 's time to be- 
come familiar with ti e good, bad 
and indifferent points of this bug 
bear that to date has created st> 
much discussion. Our county super- 
intendent next introduced Prof 
bank, stating he was one man 
was willing to defend this new 
The professor made a grand effort 
against great odds in trying to up- 
hold the Jerry Sullivan house bill, 
which two general assemblies had 
wrestled with in order to give us a 
food practical working law. This 
new school law gives the county 
board of education the full power to 
estimate and lay before the Fiscal 

< ourt ot the county the educational 
needs of the county in accordance 
with such estimate. It's the man- 
datory duty of the Fiscal Court to 
levy the amount as suggested by the 

< ounty Hoard of Education. In other 
words, the Fiscal Court has no juris- 
diction in the matter. The County 
Itoard of Education is made the levy- 

Iing body in reali'.y. 
This is the point which has been so 
iittle understood. In preparing mo- 
tion tor our board asking for a 20 
cent levy on every *100 of assessable 
property of Jefferson county, I was 
told by our superintendent we had 
never had a cent over the county as 
a unit of taxation. The different 
school districts under the old law, 
now sub-districts, had levied different 
amounts, varying from 5 cents to 20 
cents, in the different districts. This 
was a most ineffective system. While 
some would have as much a

child to witness so horrible a spec- 
tacle is a shameful crime. 

Some legislator in Illinois should 
•tart the movement to prevent this. 
The packers themselves would do it, 
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It is a great kingdom of death 
which Armour rules. There are huge 
buildings for killing, surrounded with 
pens in which the sheep, hogs and 
cattle are confined, waiting for the 
fatal hour. -In one place hogs in thou- 
sands are driven into pens. Below, 
hidden under a platform, there is a 
cracking of whips mingled with 
squealing and grunting. You look 
down and see a man, black from head 
to foot with mud, rushing about 
among toe half-crazed swine. He 
has a huge blaeksnake whip in his 
hand, with which he drives them to 
the narrow entrance that leads to 
their death. In the last pen there is 
a great revolving wheel. Each hog 
Is seized and hooked by one hind leg.

That the teredoes in the vicinity of 
Fort Mason are the hungriest and 
busiest and equipped with the most 
effective augers of any of their kind 
to be found in the bay has been dem- 
by the contracting concern 
that is building the new army trans- 
port wharves at Blackpoint.

A temporary wharf was built of 
green piles and on this were erected 
the concrete mixing machinery and 
other gear essential to carrying on 
the work.

The Klamath Project. 
In the land of "Burnt Out Fires" — 
the region which will long be remem- 
bered as the last stronghold of the 
Modoc Indians — is a remarkable ag- 
ricultural district known as the Kla- 
math Basin, w hich lies partly in Cali- 
fornia and partly in Oregon and em- 
braces several hundred thousand 

The first unit of the important na- 
tional irrigation work at this point 
is completed and several thousand 
acres of fertile land are now receiving 
water from the Government canals. 

Of all the Federal works the Kla- 
math project is perhaps the most un- 
usual by reason of the fact that it in- 
volves irrigation and drainage in un- 
usual combination. A considerable 
portion of the lands to be i.-rigated 
is to-day eovered with the waters o< 
navigable lakes. These waters are to 
be drawn off and the exposed lake 
beds are then to be sub-divided into 
farms and irrigated by the Govern- 
ment canals. — National Geographic

Any Season For Hatching. 

lng chicks at any season, early or late, 
If you have the eggs with which to do 
business. If you confine yourself to 
the use of hens, you must wait her 
convenience as to time of hatching, 
and perhaps have to market or eat 
your early eggs. Eggs during the 
winter season command high prices, 
and perhaps pay better by selling 
them than taking chances on raising 
early chicks, whatever price you may 
get for them. One thing is certain, 
you do get a paying price for your 
eggs, but you have an uncertain prop- 
osition in raising a paying lot of 
early chicks.— Farmers' Home Jour- 
nal. 

Feeding Silage. 

All who are experienced in feeding 
the cows silage agree that in order to 
avoid a taint to the milk it must be 
fed after milking is done and re- 
moved from the barn. Professor 
Knapp, touching the matter, says: 

First, silage must be fed only after 
milking. Second, the floors must be 
kept clean and no silage allowed to 
accumulate in the alleys. Third, 
there should not be more silage fed 
than the stock will clean up at once. 
Fourth, the stable must be well ven- 
tilated. Fifth, corn should" not be 
put in too green. Sixth, don't feed 
moldy silage. Silage properly put up 
and properly fed is a very cheap and 
most excellent feed: improperly put 
properly fed, it may be an 



Alfalfa For Swine. 

J. E. Woodford, of Coffey Countv, 
Kansas, April 1, 1905, placed ten 
choice pure bred Poland-China brood 
eows from twelve to eighteen months 
old, that were due to farrow in the 
latter days of June, on a five-acre 
field of alfalfa. They were given no 
other feed than the alfalfa pastur- 
age until they had farrowed and their 
pigs were a week old. After that the 
sows had in addition to the alfalfa 
Bome bran slop until about August 
20, when new corn was fit for feed- 
ing. He wrote: "The sows from the 
time they were turned on the alfalfa 
until the last week in June made a 
remarkable growth, besides gaining 
somewhat in flesh. They did well 
with their pigs, reared an average of 
seven to each sow, and as sucklers 
they were a sight to see. The pigs 
were the most attractive bunch ever 
raised in Coffey County, as admitted 
by our breeding competitors. We 
weighed a gilt from this lot when 
six months and five days old, and her 
weight of 225 pounds was not above 
the average of the whole lot. In our 
life long experience in rearing swine 
we have found nothing as a grazing 
crop for swine that in value ap- 
proaches alfalfa." — From Coburn's 
"Swine in America.." 

Coarse Food. 
There is no reason why hens should 
be fed almost exclusively on concen- 
trated food any more than the other 
stock on the farm should, says Mirror 
and Farmer. Hens should be fed as 
cows, on a varied diet, and largely 
upon bulky foods. Hay, grain, en- 
silage, cooked roots and also ground 
meat and bone all are important in 
the food of the flock. Concentrated 
food is expensive and Is also injurious 
to the fowls if they are fed too largely 
upon it. A cow that is fed exclusively 
on grain will not thrive and give the 
same amount of milk as one that has 
been fed on grain with all the above 
mentioned foods and in good propor- 
tion. Green food, and that is the 
most bulky of any, is what the fowls 
need as well as the cows. Hens will 
eat grass in summer and will also 
consume a large quantity of It in 
winter provided it is chopped fine 
for them. It is also good If steeped 
in a little warm water and mixed 
with bran, or some other soft food. 
Hens on the farms, where they have 
access to the fields, should not be fed 
more than once a day at the most, 
for they will secure a quantity of 
available material that Is much bet- 
ter for them than the food from the 
granary. It pays to sow rye in the 
faTl and oats in the spring, for the 
hens will derive great benefits from 
such foods and it will also be a 
cheap Investment for the farmer. 
The gizzard can do its best work 
when the hens have a variety of food 
and better digestion results, and 
every poultryman and farmer knows 
that when the digestive organs are 



in good conditio n the hens are bound 
to thrive and when they thrive the 
farmer thrives, also, financially. 

New Vegetable, the Udo. 

Without reservation of any de- 
scription, we now positively pro- 
nounce this Japanese salad plant a 
decided acquis! Lion to the American 
table, and hence to the American veg- 
etable grower. It is extremely diffi- 
cult to describe it. 

It "favors" brth celery and aspara- 
gus, but is very different from either 
of them. Eaten raw it Is simply de- 
licious, and has struck all sorts of 
tastes, immediately becoming popu- 
lar with old, middle aged and young 
of both setes. Cooked, if cut up and 
stewed like celery. It makes an ex- 
tremely pleasing addition to the list 
of creamed disties. Cooked like as- 
paragus, and served with drawn but- 
ter, butter and vinegar, or any other 
asparagus dressing, it is just as 
marked a success. 

We have prcven conclusively that 
It can (by hilling) be cut in the open 
at any time from Christmas to the 
middle of the month of May. At 
Christmas extremely delicatehlanched 
shoots from three to five inches long 
and from one-quarter to three-eighth 
Inches in diameter are obtained. In 
April or May the stalks are from 
eight and one-lalf to ten Inches long 
and three-quarters to one and one- 
quarter inches in diameter. Six 
stalks equal the size of the regulation 
bunch of asparagus, and these six 
stalks weigh one pound. It has many 
advantages over either celery or as- 
paragus. Like asparagus, once 
planted It is always there, coming up 
annually and growing to a hel^t of 
four or five fee:. It is a bushy shrub 
with a small white flower and berries 
very much like elderberries. It can 
be started from either seeds or roots, 
as is asparagus. It demands no par- 
ticular care, but occasional cultiva- 
tion; keeping it free from weeds will 
pay, as does '.his practice with all 
other crops. 

Off Long Island It requires no fer- 
tilizer of any description. It grows 
well in distinctly clayey loam, also in 
light sandy losm. Its yield per root 
is greater than asparagus. It can be 
cut freely the second year, and a test 
of four years shows that the stalks 
rapidly increas? in number, in diame- 
ter and in height. Each new stalk, if 
left hilled up. throws out roots at 
joints under ground, hence having 
started a small patch it is an easy 
matter to secure plenty of plants for 
extending the beds. It can be intro- 
duced commercially through clubs, 
hotels and ligh-class restaurants. 
Like olives, asparagus and grape 
fruit, some people would have to 
learn to like it But a plant that fur- 
nishes a clear white, crisp stalk with- 
out a particle of waste, that can be 
served whole or sliced lengthwise, 
just as celery is served; that makes 
an extremely pleasing salad, that can 
be stewed and creamed or served in 
any of the methods used for aspara- 
gus, certainly is entitled ,to a place 
on the American bill of fare. — H. B. 
Fullerton Experiment Station, Hun- 
tington, L. I., N. Y.

Egg eating hens are usually hens 
that do not have sufficient meat diet. 
Give them plenty of meat scraps or 
bugs, worms and insects and they 
won't eat eggs. 

Regulate the number of hens to 
the size of the yard and house. Do 
not keep too many, but keep birds 
that are productive, and give them 
good care. That is the secret of suc- 
cess in poultry raising. 

It should te an ironclad rule on 
every poultry farm that the moment 
a fowl is ailing it at once should be 
separated frori the rest of the flock. 
If placed in e cage in a dry, warm 
room it can be best treated. 

Successful iicubation of chicks lies 
at the foundaiion of successful poul- 
try keeping. The necessity of fre- 
quently renewing the flock makes it 
imperative that faulty incubation 
methods should be avoided, other- 
wise loss of vigor in the stock will 
very soon res alt. — Professor Jame3 
Dryden. 

Start with a good thoroughbred 
fowl. Don't invest in poor stock. The 
thoroughbred will cost a trifle more; 
there, howeve;, the difference in ex- 
pense ceases. They do not require 
any more cars or cost any more to 
feed, but wher you sell them to breed 
or their eggs for hatching, you will 
find the balance greatly in their favor. 

The sooner farmers recognize the 
fact that poultry raising should be 
followed on the same lines that dairy- 
ing is — giving food and care to secure 
results — the sooner will they begin 
to reap their share of profits and be- 
come competitors of practical poultry 
raisers.
